Group II, claims 15 and 18, only in so far as they are drawn to an antibody and method 
of using that antibody. 

Group III, claims 16, 20, 25, 27, 29 to 32, 34, 36 and 37, only in so far as they are drawn 
to an agonistic compound of unspecified constitution, and method of use. 

Group IV, claims 17, 22, 26, 28 29 and 35, only in so far as they are drawn to an 
antagonistic compound of unspecified constitution, and method of use.

The inventions listed as Groups I to VI do not relate to a single general inventive
